Three forest initiatives — two 
backed by environmentalists and 
the other by the timber industry — 
will be on the November ballot 
And the industry remains under 
fire for stepping up exports and 
accelerating cutting of forests, in¬ 
cluding 1,000-year-old redwoods 
and Douglas firs. 

Recently released figures from 
the state, for example, reveal that 
lumber companies in Mendocino 
County last year logged at a rate 
that was HO percent greater than 
replanted forests were growing. 

*A logging frenzy* 

TFe expect that to rise to 400 
percent this year as a result of 
what some call *a logging frenzy; a 
logging boom so great that loggers 
and truck drivers are coming from 
as far away as Idaho and Colorado 
to meet the demand,” said Gail 
Lucas, bead of the Sierra Club's 
State Forest Practices Task Force 
and a resident of Mendocino Couth 
ty. 

Pressures have been mounting 
for years, but escalated into vio¬ 
lence last summer wbeo environ¬ 
mentalists stepped op their activ-

Since its founding in lWO, Earth 
First! has advocated sabotaging 
logging equipment and driving 
long metal spikes into trees to 
scare away loggers. Members caU 
themselves eco-warriors. Critics 
ran them terrorists. 

In sounding the nationwide call 
for Redwood Summer, Earth First* 
members on the North Coast have 


to give up those tactics. 

_, they say they have focused - 

on ways to keep the summer calm 
In packets of information sent to 
460 colleges around the country,^ 
they have warned students not to 
bring dog*. weapons, drugs or alco¬ 
hol Those who come can expect 
“things like tree-sitting, tree hug¬ 
ging, log road blo ck adi n g, banner 
hanging and picketing," according 
to Redwood Summer packets. And 
while some actions “may involve 
arrests, hke a group of peo¬ 
ple sitting down in a road and re* 
fusing to move,* students also will 
be needed for stream restoration 
and other rehabilitation projects in 
the heavily logged forests, the 
packets say. 

Ail participants wfil be given 
non-violence training and must 
agree to a code that prohibits dam¬ 
aging property or people, spokes¬ 
men said. 

As word has gotten out, resi¬ 
dents from Ukiah all the way up 
the coast to Crescent City in Del 
Norte County have offered to open 
their homes to forest freedom rid¬ 
ers.

OAKLAND — Two members of the radical envi¬ 
ronmental group Earth First! were' injured Thurs¬ 
day by their own pipe bomb, which exploded in 
their car about noon near Oakland.High School, a 
federal investigator said. 

By Thursday night, no arrests had been made in 
connection with the explosion, which rocked houses 
blocks away. 

"As near as we can tell, they were irarsjoning 
the device.*’ said Jim Dower, the agent in uarge o' 
the federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco end Fire¬ 
arms* local office. 

FBI officials said the injured environmentalists 
— Judi Bari, 40, of Ukiah and Darryl Chemey, 34. 
of Garberville — claimed they had no knowledge 
of the bomb and were victims of an attack by 
timber interests for their outspoken political activ- • 
ities in California’s Redwood Empire. 

Earth First! spokesmen and at least one Mendocino 
County official said that Bari and Chemey had vowed 
-o keep logging protests non-violent. Other Earth 
^irst! associates of the pair labeled investigators* 
suggestions that the bomb blast wais accidental 1 as 
■preposterous.” 

The two activists are organizers of what has been 
called ’ "Mississippi Summer in the California Red¬ 
woods,” a campaign to slow logging on the North 
Coast. They were in the Bay Area to recruit college 
students and other activists for what they have said 
will be a non-violent summer of civil disobedience to 
save the old-growth forests. Both were to have ap¬ 
peared at a rally at the University of California, Santa 
Truz on Thursday night. 

Bari, who was driving, was in serious condition 
Ihursday night after undergoing abdominal surgery. 
>he suffered a broken pelvis and serious cuts. Chemey 
suffered only a cut over his left eye. He was being 
questioned by investigators Thursday niieht. 


The bomb, which investigators said measured about 
two inches in diameter by 10 inches long, exploded at *

authorities cleared the scene. 

Investigators said the bomb detonated from inside 
the car, somewhere behind the front seat. The explo¬ 
sion blew out the windows and the rear driver’s side 
door of the white 1981 Subaru station wagon. The 
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other doors were blown open and the root bowed 
upward. 

The blast left a smoke streak on the pavement and 
scattered glass and car parts for about 40 feet in all 
directions. Witnesses said that after the explosion, the 
car rolled erratically a half block up Park Boulevard, 
clipping cars and light poles along the way before 
coming to a rest against a white van. 

Cherney had spent Wednesday night at the Seeds of 
Peace house in Berkeley, where earlier in the evening 
they held a planning meeting for the “Redwood Sum¬ 
mer” with about two dozen other activists. 

Berkeley police Thursday night evacuated several 
homes around the Seeds of Peace house on California 
Street while the University of California bomb squad 
searched Chemey's brown Dodge van for explosives. 
None were found. 

Earlier in the day, residents of the house were led 
away in handcuffs and questioned into the evening at 
Oakland police headquarters before being released. 
Police were attempting to obtain a search warrant 
for the house late Thursday night, although residents 
said officers already had been through the single-sto¬ 
ry white structure several times during the day. 

The peace organization provides meals to anti-war 
protesters, including those who conduct civil disobedi¬ 
ence activities at a Nevada nuclear test site. 

Bari, the mother of two daughters, aged 4 and 9, 
had received several death threats in recent weeks, 
including one that said, “If you want to be a martyr, 
we will be happy to oblige.” Chemey recently spent a 


month in jail for a sit-in protest in Humboldt County. 

The Alameda County Sheriffs Department bomb 
squad searched the cars of two associates of the pair 
who were driving behind them, but no other explosive 
devices were 
found. Authori¬ 
ties would not 
release their 
identities.

Con¬ 
gress in 1988. He joined Earth 
First! almost immediately after 
his arrival in the North Coast 
area three years ago from his 
native New York. 

The pair lived together for a 
time at Bari’s home; according 
to acquaintances, and have been 
the principal organizers of Earth • 
First!’s "Redwood Summer” log¬ 
ging protest. 

Earth First! members believe 
that animals and plants have an 
inalienable right to exist that is, 
now being threatened by human 
activity. 

"We believe that the Earth de¬ 
serves civil rights the same as 
people do.” Cbemey once said in 
an interview. 

Many of Earth FirstTs mem¬ 
bers have an apocalyptic vision 
of the future. They say the envi¬ 
ronment .is being taxed to its 
limits and without militant pro¬ 
test. further human activity, wijl 
lead to the inexorable destruc¬ 
tion of many plant and animal • 
species. 

Cherney shared that vision 
and .militancy, according to one 
Garberville acquaintance. 

“He feels it’s the only thing 
Wt that people will listen to.” 
fbe-acquaintance said. “Things 
■are being done to the environ¬ 
ment that are irreversible/’

But the acquaintance also 
said, “He's very intense, but def¬ 
initely non-violent.” 

To people who have been tar- 
■ gets of Earth First! protests, 
however, the allegations of vio¬ 
lence by members of the group 
come as no surprise. 

‘They are a violent, terrorist 
group,” said John Ross, execu¬ 
tive vice president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Cattlemen’s Association. 

Ross said Earth First! vandal¬ 
ized his group’s Sacramento 
headquarters one night in Janu¬ 
ary 1989 and firebombed an auc¬ 
tion warehouse in Dixon that 
same day. 

Ranchers also have had their 
corrals burned to the ground by 
members of militant animal 
rights and environmental 
groups, including Earth First! 

Because Earth First! is very 
1 loosely , organized and has nu¬ 
merous factions and splinter 
’groups, it is impossible to.say 
; bow many members it has. 
i The group claims more than 
'.10,000 subscribers to its news- 
5 letter. Ross estimated there are 
100 “hard core” members in Cal¬ 
ifornia. and nearly another 1,000 
“hangers-on.” 

Some members of Earth First! 
repudiate violence, but others 
advocate what they call “eco- 
tage” or “monkeywrenching” — 
cabotage to further the environ¬ 
mental cause. 

Monkeywrenching is a phrase 
borrowed from Edward Abbey’s’. 
1975 novel, ‘‘The Monkey 
Wrench Gang” about a group of 
environmental saboteurs. 

One of Earth First'.'s founders, 
David Foreman, wrote a sabo¬ 
tage guide book entitled, "Ecod- 
efense: A Field Guide to Mon¬ 
keywrenching.” that includes In¬ 
formation on bow to topple pow¬ 
er lines and billboards and spike 
trees to wreck chainsaws. 

“What makes us different Is 
that we have the teeth of mon¬ 
keywrenching to back up our 
work,” Cherney once said in an 
interview with the Ixs Angeles 


corporations inai nave routed 
the environment* police officials 
said. 

The officials quoted an article 
in an Earth First! journal last 
year that said, “Don’t go out 
with a whimper, go out with a 
bang. Undertake an eco-kami- 
kaze mission.” 

Several Earth First! activists, 
including Forehian, were arrest¬ 
ed in May 1989 after^an 18- 
month FBI undercover investi¬ 
gation into the group. 

They were accused of plotting 
attacks on power lines at nucle¬ 
ar plants in Arizona, California 
and Colorado, and are awaiting 
trial. 

Last month’s sabotage of Pa¬ 
cific Gas and Electric Co. utility 
towers in Santa Cruz that 
knocked out power to thousands 
of people also is believed to be 
the work of a splinter group of 
Earth First! called Earth Night 
Action Group, according to po¬ 
lice. 

Most recently. Earth First! 
has been in the news over its 
confrontation with loggers, and 
the group is hoping to attract 
hundreds of demonstrators to its 
“Redwood Summer” protests. 

“It’s going to be a long hot 
summer. The eyes of the nation 
will be watching us,”'Bari said 
last month. 

Bari and.Cherney both have 
insisted that the protests will be 
non-violent, according to their 
acquaintances. 

Thus far, there have been no 
bombings or other major vio¬ 
lence, although people on all 
sides have reported receiving 
death threats. 

But police fear the Oakland' 
bombing incident may cause 
things to boil over.

Criminal charges against 
bomb victims in question

In an unexpected move, Ala* 
meda County prosecutors post* 
-poned a decision yesterday on 
whether to file charges against 
'Earth First! leaders Judi Bari and 
Darryl Cberney, who were arrest¬ 
ed hist week in Oakland after a 
bomb exploded in Bari’s car. 

Prosecutors bad scheduled an 
arraignment for yesterday, but As¬ 
sistant District Attorney Chris Car¬ 
penter said he wanted more time 
to review evidence in the case be¬ 
fore deciding whether to charge 
Bari, 40, and Cberney, S3, in con¬ 
nection with the blast Thursday 
• that injured them, Bari seriously. 

“I just want to have all the facts 
-before we make a decision,” Car¬ 
penter said after a brief hearing in 
Oakland Municipal Court, where 
Cherney appeared in a courtroom 
packed with his environmentalist 
supporters. 

Judge Judith Ford set the ar¬ 
raignment date for June 18 at the 
request of Bari’s attorney, Susan 
Jordan.

After the hearing, Cberney 
held a news conference where he 
maintained his innocence in the, 
bombing incident and lambasted 
his treatment by police after his 
arrest Friday.

The person, who called him¬ 
self “the Lord’s avenger” in a 
letter to the Santa Rosa Press 
Democrat on Wednesday, said 
the bomb was in retaliation for 
the pro-abortion and anti-log¬ 
ging work of one of the activists, 
Jodi Bari. 

He said be put the bomb in 
Bari’s car while she was at a 
4%-hour meeting at Dan’s Fron¬ 
tier Room restaurant in Willits 
on the evening of May 22. 

But people who were with 
Bari at the Willits meeting and 
other sources told The Tribune: 

■ Bari and three other people 
got into her car after the Willits 
meeting and none of them saw 
the bomb. 

Authorities have said the 
bomb that exploded two days 
later apparently was on the floor 
behind Bari’s seat But one per¬ 
son at the Willits meeting said he 
got into the seat behind Bari, 
placed his feet on the floor and 
no bomb was there.

■ One of the people in the res¬ 
taurant went to the car several 
times that evening to make sure 
nothing bad been stolen, and he 
noticed nothing unusual. 

■ When Bari drove her car to 
Oakland the next day. a person 
who went with her said he 
packed the car and did not see

Some law enforcement 
sources said they suspect the let¬ 
ter may be an attempt to divert 
attention from whomever really 
was responsible for the blast, 
which injured Bar i an d fellow 

activist Darryl Cherney. 

Cherney told The Tribune yes¬ 
terday that be, too, doubts the 
authenticity of the letter. 

Authorities have said they sus¬ 
pect Bari and Cherney were 
transporting the bomb when it 
accidentally detonated, but the 
pair have denied that. Prosecu¬ 
tors this week delayed deciding 
whether to charge them. 

Authorities said they also are 
continuing to look into the possi¬ 
bility that the pair, who have re¬ 
ceived death threats, were the 
targets of the bomb.

ges should be filed.'Meanwhile I’d like to alter 
Earth First! to Earth First? 

These self-proclaimed environmentalists 
should ask themselves some questions; Why are 
we calling out hundreds of college students to 
stop logging of redwoods in Northern California? 
After all, logging is legal and those who don’t like 
such a business have the right to save redwoods 
by buying up forest land. 

If Firsters don’t have the money, there’s no 
'need to worry. They can bring pressure to have 
government do the buying. Saving the environ¬ 
ment is currently the hottest political issue in 
California. If an old tree or a young squirrel is 
threatened, there is sure to be a politician around 
to rescue both.

The latest twist in the Earth 
First! bombing — an anonymous 
letter claiming responsibility — 
easts new doubt on both the au¬ 
thorities’ ease against two envi¬ 
ronmentalists hurt in the blast 
and counterclaims that the two 
were targeted by the timber in- 
-dustry. 

. Investigators released few new 
details yesterday about the bizarre 

statement, which outlined a sce¬ 
nario that no one had even imagin- 
^ ed: that the bomb was planted in 
the car of Earth First! organizer 
Judi Bari to punish her for defend¬ 
ing a woman’s right to abortion.

* The FBI said the letter from the 
belf-d escribed “Lord’s avenger," 
^received on Wednesday by the 
(Santa Rosa Press Democrat, was 
"being examined in San Francisco 
and then will go to the agency’s 
crime laboratory>'in Washington, 
D. C. 

Barry W, Mawn, assistant spe- 
-cia! agent in charge of the FBI’s 
San Francisco office, said agents 
«re also examining remnants of 
Another bomb that partially ex¬ 
ploded May 9 at a Cloverdale lum¬ 
per mill. The letter writer claimed 
responsibility for that device as 
well. 

“There’s enough detail in the 
letter (about the bombs) that we’re 
looking at this letter very serious¬ 
ly/^ Mawn said Jn a news confer¬ 
ence. "The letter gives us a logical 
avenue to pursue, and the two ex¬ 
plosions may in fact be connect¬ 
ed.” 

• Mawn noted that althou gh 
there were “similarities” between 
the two pipe bombs, the one that 
tore through Bari’s car was an "an- 
“rsonnel” device, while the one 
' in Cloverdale was hooked 
. to a container filled with gas 
coil so the explosion would be 


followed by a big fire. That device, 
however, failed to work as design¬ 
ed. 

Oakland police, who have ac¬ 
cused Bari and fellow environmen- 
tal ist Da rryl Chern ey of knowingly 

transporting the bomb when it ac¬ 
cidentally went off on May 24, and 
the Alameda County district attor¬ 
ney’s office, which so far has 
balked at filing forma] charges in 
the case, declined to comment on 
the latest turn of events. 

The letter, written in the fire- 
and-brimstone language of a reli¬ 
gious zealot, says Bari was targeted 
1 both for her participation in a pro- 
choice demonstration outside a 
Ukiah abortion clinic more than a 
year ago and for her recent efforts 
organizing a planned series of an¬ 
ti-logging protests known as Red¬ 
wood Summer. 

If authentic, the letter would 
knock down the investigators* the¬ 
ory that Bari and Cherney planned 

to use the bomb for sabotage or to 
generate sympathy for their cause, 
and it would also undermine 
claims by Earth First! supporters 
that the two, who had received 
numerous death threats, were be¬ 
ing hunted by loggers.

Neither side was quick yester¬ 
day to assume that the letter is 
genuine, and its appearance set off 
a new round of speculation about 
who planted the bomb and why. 

"Sure, maybe there’s a reli¬ 
gious wacko out there who’s inter¬ 
ested in killing environmental ac¬ 
tivists," said Earth First! co-found¬ 
er Mike Roeelle. “But it’s also possi¬ 
ble this is a smoke screen for an 
organized conspiracy to murder 
environmental activists. We can’t 
rule that out Just because of one 
crank letter." ■

The Redwood Summer cam¬ 
paign by Earth First! and other 
groups to slow logging in the state 
extended protests from the North 
Coast to the Port of Sacramento on 
Thursday, 

Near Eureka, 15' protesters 
■bowed up at a grove of old-growth 
and Douglas firs, where 
Lumber is cutting trees on 
HO acres, according to a news re¬ 
lease from Earth First', the group 
coordinating the series of environ- 
apebtal protests dubbed -Redwood 
feimmer.” Tbe protesters planned 
to hide among tbe tall ferns and 
other vegetation in hopes loggers 
would halt cutting for fear of injur¬ 
ing someone. 

In Sacramento, about 50 activ¬ 
ists — some dressed as trees — 
chanted and cheered speakers out¬ 
side a port business that exports 
logs to the Far Blast and other 
areas. In tbe wake of massive pub¬ 
licity about tbe planned protests in 
Mendocino and Humboldt counties, 
police from a half-dozen agencies 
matched tbe protesters one-for- 
eot and a California Highway Pa¬ 
trol helicopter circled above. 

Speakers decried over-harvest¬ 
ing' of timber and cutting of old- 
' growth redwood by firms they said 
are racing deadlines such as the 
environmental protection mea¬ 
sures on tbe November statewide 
ebCtkn ballot

Protesters had planned to inter¬ 
fere with loading of logs aboard a 
ship bound for Japan, but tire ves¬ 
sel-departed Wednesday, port offi¬ 
cials said. 

Redwood Summer is modeled 
, after the tumultuous Freedom 
Summer of 1964, tbe voter regis¬ 
tration campaign centered in Mis¬ 
sissippi that led to tbe 1965 Voting 
Rights Act. That summer was 
marked by violence, including the 
murder of three civil rights work¬ 
ers near Philadelphia, Miss. 

Ihough Redwood Summer pro¬ 
tests are planned as peaceful civil 
disobedience, a number of violent 
incidents have already occurred. 
Observers say they’ve seen an in¬ 
crease in tensions between tbe en¬ 
vironmentalists and loggers and 
others who make their living from 
tbe-Northern California timber in¬ 
dustry. 

A letter writer, identified only as

SACRAMENTO — A small 
but spirited group of logging 
protesters launching Redwood 1 
Summer, which was foresha* 
dowed by a mysterious bomb ex¬ 
plosion, were matched one-for* 
one in number yesterday by po¬ 
lice from six agencies. 

The'two Earth First! logging 
activists who were victims of 
the explosion in.Oakland last 
month were not present but 
about 50 demonstrators — some 
dressed as trees — chanted and 
cheered speakers outside a Pori 
of Sacramento business that ex¬ 
ports logs to China, Korea, and 
Japan. 

Speakers decried over-har*. 
vesting of .timber, and cutting of 
old-growth redwoods. They said 
logging companies are racing 
deadlines such as the environ¬ 
mental protection measures on 
•'California’s November ballot 
i and possible curtailment of op¬ 
erations if the spotted owl is 
found to be endangered. 

“Over 150 acres of old-growth 
timber a day are being cut. It’s 
time for, us to stop asking and 
start demanding that they stop 
It,” said David On, 32, a Univer¬ 
sity of California at Davis em¬ 
ployee. “Earth First! partici¬ 


pants are wUling to put their 
bodies on the line to stop the dev¬ 
astation.” 

Protesters’ varied ranks 
stretched from students to hou¬ 
sewives, and from perennial ac¬ 
tivists to environmental demon¬ 
stration newcomers. 

“I am not a liberal. I have a 
job. I am a mainstream Ameri¬ 
can and I am equally concerned 
about our resources,’’ said Eld- 
win Reidel, a 21-year-old college 
student with trim hair and wear¬ 
ing a suit. “This is no joke. The 
time has come for everyone, to 
express their concern.” 

Between speakers, demon¬ 
strators waved a large Ameri¬ 
can flag and chanted such slo¬ 
gans as, “Save our forests,” and, 
“No more exports.” They held 
band-fashioned signs that said: 
“Logs are jobs. Keep ’em here.” 
“Stop log exports,” and “Support 
sustainable yield.” 

A spokesman for the port, 
however, said Gene West Inc. ex¬ 
ports only low-quality white fir 
and diseased trees, taken from 
the Sierra Nevada, that*would 
not normally be milled, in the 
United States anyway.. 

The environmentalists are 
planning widespread protests in 
coming months.

I tel limits. The hoped-for response 
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is legislation plus political leader¬ 
ship to reforest the nation and 
world; 

With recruiting offices in the 
Midwest and East, Earth First! will 
have adequate numbers of protest-. .

F OR TWO centuries, profits 
from the abundance of our 
forests have been basic to 
building the nation.

hope. 

T HE PEOPLE in the logging

The American landscape is 
littered with ghost towns that once 
boomed with work in the forests 
and pulp mills, the bars and restau¬ 
rants. 

One hopeful outcome of the Old 
Growth Summer is to bring the 
loggers and logging companies 
around to accept a new direction;

Will political leaders get in¬ 
volved? The memory of President 
Lyndon Johnson standing by, his 
mistake — our deep involvement 
with the Vietnam War — and 
thereby ending his career, will be 
fresh in the minds of our represen¬ 
tatives.

. OAKLAND — Moments after 
an explosion rocked a car driven by 
two Earth First! activists, police 
searched the vehicle and found a 
sack of nails believed identical to 
ones used in the construction of 
the pipe bomb that caused the 
ol&st, court records show. 

The discovery of the nails 
and an FBI bomb expert's opinion 
.that they, matched nails taped to 
'lie pipe bomb that wrecked the car 
— led police to conclude that envi- 
onment&Hsts Judi Bari and Darryl 
pherney were transporting .the 
x>mb when it accidentally explod* 
jd, according to the documents, 
vhich were obtained Friday. 

“Affiant believes that Bari and 
2hemey are members of a violent 
errorist group involved' in the 
dadng of explosive devices,” Oak* 
and police Sgt. Robert Chenault 
vrote at 2 ajn. on May 25 in an 
snergency request for a warrant to 
earth the Berkeley headquarters 
if another environmental group, 
3eeds ofPeace,where Chemey had 
pent the previous night. 

In his affidavit, the officer asked 
Municipal Court Judge Carol Cor- 
igan for permission ’ to make an 
mmediate search because he 
aared that “destructive devices... 
drich may be a hazard and danger 
o the community” were there, the 
dcument states. 


Bari, 40, and Chemey, 33; were 
injured in the May 24 explosion 
near Oakland High School and po¬ 
lice booked them on suspicion of, 
transporting a bomb. But ho addi* 
tional bombs were discovered in, 
searches that night and the district 
attorney did not file charges* 
against them.* 

At the time of the explosion the 
activists were organizing an anti¬ 
logging protest in.Northern Cali¬ 
fornia to be called “Redwood Sum¬ 
mer." They have denied knowing 
that the bomb was in the car and 
say they are the victims of a mur¬ 
der attempt. 

Their lawyers have criticized 
the police and FBI for investigat¬ 
ing the activists rather than people 
who reportedly threatened to loll 
them in order to silence their pro-, 
tests. 

Some Earth First! supporters 
have publicly speculated that law 
enforcement agencies may have 

conspired to frame the activists. 

Why police suspected pair 

Chenault’s affidavit, written 
hours after the bombing and now 
on file in Oakland Municipal 
Court, gives no support to conspir¬ 
acy theories. 

Instead, it indicates that evi¬ 
dence at the some and statements 
made by Chemey and others led 
them to suspect the activists. 

-Chenauh said that in a search of 
the , wrecked car, investigators 
found pieces of a foot-long pipe 
bomb that had been loaded with 
explosive powder and wired to a 
battery and a dock. 

, Nails “bound together with sil¬ 
ver duct tape for shrapnel effect” 
also had been attached to the bomb 
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and a sack of nails had been found 
. elsewhere in the car, according to 
the affidavit. 

From the hole in the car’s floor* 
board, investigators concluded the 
bomb had been placed directly be* 
hind the driver’s seat. 

The affidavit quotes FBI bomb 
* expert Frank Doyle as saying the 
nails found in the sack were “iden¬ 
tical” to ones taped to the bomb. 

In his affidavit, Chenault also 
notes that in separate interviews, 
two members of Seeds of Peace 
told police they had been worried 
about potential violence on the 
part of Earth First!, apparently be* 
cause of its reputation for “mon- 
key-wrenching,” or vandalizing 
machinery believed to harm the 
environment. 

According to the document, 
Shannon Marr, a Seeds of Peace 
•supporter,. said the group was 
‘‘‘concerned about joining with 
'Earth First because it had a repu¬ 
tation for violence and property 
destruction.” 

David Kemnitzer told police 
6gt. Mike Sitterud that “his 
friends who belonged to Seeds of 
Peace were concerned about Earth 
First’s reputation ... Earth First 
had a reputation of violence and > 
Sabotage,” Chenault wrote.

For now. Redwood Summer is 
still struggling with logistics—lin¬ 
ing up places for people to stay, 
training demonstrators in first aid 
and nonviolence, organizing them 
into “affinity groups” so they can 
make decisions by consensus, and 
finding places to set up “base 
camps.” 

By summer’s end, it should be 
clear whether their aggressive tac¬ 
tics have helped or hindered the 
cause. Outside the Port of Sacra¬ 
mento last week, it appeared that 
the fight for California’s forests 
- was striking a sympathetic chord 
with people of all sorts. 

Passing truckers honked in

white Subaru station wagon in

The seized goods include a box 
of finishing nails, duct tape, red’

Bari’s car after the bomb, laden 
with nails, blew up, the court pa¬ 
pers said; Items recovered from 
the car included remnants of the 
bomb and a bagful of nails, accord¬ 
ing the documents. 

Oakland police. contend" that

Bari and Cherney have not 
seen charged and maintain they 
were the targets because of their 
mtHogging stance.

Alameda <County Superior. 
Court Judge Henry Ramsey refus¬ 
ed, however, to allow the lawyers 
to view, handle and inspect the 
evidence being held by police and 
federal agents. In denying the re¬ 
quests, Ramsey said he would set 
“a terrible precedent” and create 
“a great potential for mischief... 
in a potential criminal investiga¬ 
tion.” 

That investigation, Ramsey 
said, takes.precedence over any 
civil matter that might be pursued 
by Earth First! lawyers, who have 
threatened to sue police for mis¬ 
handling the case. 

Ramsey granted one request 
from Ingram and ordered that a 
chain-link fence be set up around 
Bari’s impounded car — at her ex¬ 
pense. The vehicle has been stored 
under a tarpaulin in . a police lot 
beneath Interstate 880 in Oakland. 

' Ingram argued that police had 
not taken adequate measures to 
protect the car, which. is being 
held as evidence, from vandalism, 
dust, chemical changes and ex¬ 
haust emissions. “We’re trying to 
preserve the evidence, if any,” be 
said. 

Ingram also said he does not 
believe there will be charges filed.

Judge rejects bid 
by Earth First! 
defense to see items 
in bombing case

Attorneys representing two 
Earth First! activists injured when 
a bomb detonated in their automo- 
bilein Oakland last month have 
been denied access to evidence 
lathered by investigators. 

■'i Alameda County Superior. 
Court Judge Henry Ramsey Jr. 
said Tuesday that allowing the law¬ 
yers to examine the evidence be¬ 
fore charges have been filed would' 

■ aet “terrible precedent” and carry a 
“great potential for mischief." 

Ramsey, however, ordered that 
the automobile in which the activ¬ 
ists were riding at the time of the 
explosion be fenced off in the Oak¬ 
land Pobce Department impound 
yard to keep its evidentiary value 
from being disturbed. 

The judge scheduled another 
. hearing on the attorneys’ request 
for Friday, one day after an FBI 
expert is to examine the car. 

The Earth First! activists, Dar¬ 
ryl Cberney and Judi Bari, were 
injured May 24 when a bomb ex¬ 
ploded in their car while they were 
passing Oakland;High School. 
Oakland police suspect the two 
were transporting the device. How¬ 
ever, Cberney and Bari say they 
were targeted for murder. ' 

Their attorneys were seeking an 
order from Ramsey allowing them > 
to take possession of the car, in- ( 


sped it themselves, gain access to 
evidence compiled by l*w enforce¬ 
ment officers and stand by while 
the FBI inspects the vehicle. 

Santa Rosa lawyer Richard In¬ 
gram, who is representing Bari, 
said his mean concern was to pre¬ 
serve the evidence for a civil suit he 
is preparing to file against the Oak¬ 
land Police Department. 

Ingram said he feared that auto 
from the Nimitz Free¬ 
way, which runs over the police 
impound yard, and routine oxidi¬ 
sation could t^ miAh residues from 
the explosion. 

But in denying Ingram immedi¬ 
ate access to the white Subaru 
four-door hatchback, Ramsey said, 
“You’re going to have to wait,” ad¬ 
ding that the request came in the 
midst of “a potential criminal in¬ 
vestigation." 

“I don't think we’re in position" 
to intervene, he said. “I think it 
would be terrible precedent for civil 
attorneys to involve themselves in 
the actions of a criminal investiga¬ 
tion," Ramsey said. “It has great 
potential for mischief." 

! Ramsey ordered that investigat- 

, ing agencies maintain a list of evi¬ 
dence they seized from the vehicle 
to be turne d over to defense attor¬ 
neys if charge# were filed. He also 
ordered that Oakland officials 
“make a request of federal authori¬ 
ties! to preserve evidence taken 
1 from the car."

Inal investigation 
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Photo of activist 
with gun clouds 
claims of pacifism

Judi Bari, ooe of the Earth First! activists 
injured in an Oakland car bomb explosion last 
month, was once photographed holding an Uzi sub¬ 
machine gun — a pose her supporters insist was 
only a joke. 

But authorities, who consider Bari a suspect in 
the bombing case, say' the photo undermines'the 
pacifist claims of Earth First! 

The picture of Bari, taken by a friend, was 
published last year in the Anderson Valley, Adver¬ 
tiser, an eccentric, leftist Mendocino County news- 
weekly. 

Under the caption. “AVA Poster Gal of the 
Week,” Bari is pictured wearing an Earth First! T- 
shirt, jeans and a camouflage cap and is standing in 
the woods bolding the gun. 

Advertiser Publisher Bruce Anderson and oth- 
er acquaintances of Bari familiar with Uie photo 
insist it is no indicaUon that she would engage in 
violence. 

__ "It was a joke, a take-off on the old Patty 

Hearst SLA photo,” said Ander¬ 
son. He was referring to a pic¬ 
ture of the kidnapped newspaper 
leiress holding an automatic 
weapon while she was in the 
Symbionese Liberation Army in 
1974. ■ 

Anderson said Bari suggested 
■he picture idea to him. 

“Judi has a very wild sense of 
lumor. The more literal-minded 
'esidents of the area have a dif¬ 
ficult time keeping np with her. 

>o we.figured, here, let them 
Aew on this one.” 

“For Judi, everything is open 
o. a joke,” said another ac- 
luaintance, who asked not to be 
lamed. 

Bari and fellow Earth First! 
ictivist Darryl Cherney, who 
;lso was injured in the bomb 
•last, have steadfastly main- 
ained their commitment to noo- 
iolence. They said U»ey were 
argets of the .Oakland bombing 
ecause of their environmental 
ctivism, particularly their cen- *. 


. tral roles in organizing a “Red- 
Iwood .Summer” of protests 
{against logging companies this 
•year. 

But authorities consider them 
suspects in the bombing, saying 
there is physical evidence that! 

, indicates the pair was transport¬ 
ing the device when it acciden¬ 
tally exploded. - 

Law enforcement officials 
also have said Earth First! 
members are suspected of en- 
' gaging in acts of sabotage and 
vandalism against corporations 
accused of polluting the environ- 
: meht and other targets. 

Last year, the picture of Bari 
holding a weapon was circulated 
among law enforcement agen¬ 
cies monitoring the “Redwood 
■ Summer” campaign. Copies of 
the photo recently were obtained 
. by authorities probing the Oak-, 
land bombing. 

Some law enforcement 
sources said the picture further 
undermines claims?by Earth' 
First* that they are not involved 
in violence. 

Bari, who suffered a fractured 
pelvis in the bomb blast, re¬ 
mained in Highland Hospital 
yesterday, and was not granting 
Interviews. Her attorney could 

not be reached for comment 

People who know Bari and 
Cherney insist the pair have 
been adamant that their envi¬ 
ronmental protests be peaceful. 

Anderson said he believes the 
weapon in the . photo was. only 
“some kind of kid’s gun.” 

But authorities' said the Uzi 
depicted in. the picture appears 
to be genuine. 

Authorities currently are 
awaiting the results of FBI lab 
tests on fragments of the bomb 
that detonated in Bari’s car. 
Sources said they have found fin¬ 
ishing nails, wire and duct tape 
in Bari’s car or 1 home and in 
■“ Cherney’s van or bouse that may 
-match components of the bomb. 

Meanwhile, attorneys for 
'Cherney and Bari lost their bid 
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yesterday to have the damaged 
car removed from police custo¬ 
dy. 

Because their clients face pos¬ 
sible criminal charges, attor¬ 
neys Richard Ingram and Doug¬ 
las Horngrad: filed petitions in 
Superior Court to gain access to 
the car and,evidence gathered) 
by police and the FBI to have the 
evidence preserved and tested 
by their own experts. The law-, 
yens, who have maintained that 
! their clients are victims, not sus¬ 
pects, also indicated that Bari 
and Cherney may file a civil 
"lawsuit for damage if it is deter¬ 
mined that others were responsi¬ 
ble for the bombing, 

Alameda .County Superior 
Court Judge Henry, Ramsey Jr. 
turned down most of«the law¬ 
yers’ requests but scheduled an¬ 
other hearing for Friday to hear 
additional arguments on remov-. 
ing the car from its present loca¬ 
tion and on whether the attor¬ 
neys’ experts can inspect the ve¬ 
hicle after police and.the FBI 
complete their examination. 

Ramsey/did'grant Ingram 
‘permission yesterday to have a 
fence placed around the car to 
protect it from being damaged' 
by*, other vehicles.

Walker said a “confidential in¬ 
formant* a year ago gave Ukiah 
police a black-and-white glossy 
photo of Bari dressed in an Earth 
First! T-shirt, a camouflage cap 
. and holding the gun. 

The photo ^ already had been 
published in the Anderson/Valley 
Advertiser and was described by 
the paper’s publisher as “a small 
joke * 

“We filed the photograph and 
never brought it out until the Earth 
First! activity materialized — the 
bombing, specifically, and their vo* 


iah police mailed the photo to the 
Oakland Police Department and 
six other police agencies. That was 
eight days after Bari and fellow 
Earth First! organizer Darryl Cher- 
ney were hurt when the bomb ex¬ 
ploded in their car. It happened as 
they were helping to organize the 
“Redwood Summer* anti-logging 
protests. 

Oakland police arrested Bari 
and Chemey on suspicion of trans¬ 
porting an explosive device. No 
charges have been filed.

“Maybe I don’t have a sense of 
humor,'but I don’t think it’s very 
tunny,’’ said Duke Diedrich. an 
TBI spokesman in San Francisco. 

.Diedrich said the FBI wants to 
Halk with anyone familiar with the 
'history of the picture, although he 
added, “I’m not sure at the mo¬ 
ment it has any particular bearing 
on the bombing.” 

‘ Bari, 40, and Cherney, S3, were 
Injured—Bari seriously—when a 
■pipe bomb exploded in her car as 
-ihe two were driving in Oakland 
three weeks ago. 

Bo Charges Filed 

Although the two were initially 
fcrrested on suspicion of transport¬ 
ing a bomb, no charges were filed 
iand the two were released from 
; Custody. Bari, Cherney, and their 
Supporters contend that the two 
were victims of an assassination 
^attempt because of their group’s 
militant anti-logging stance.

“To bring this photograph out 
now as proof positive that Judi Ba¬ 
ri had some responsibility for the 
explosive device is absurd — it’s 
either a smear or disingenuous if 
they , know the context of how it 
was taken." said Ingram, who had 

yet to speak to Bari about the pho¬ 
to. 

“It certainly does seem like one 
.more attempt to implicate them in 
acts of violence." said Joanna Rob¬ 
inson of Earth First! and a friend 
of Bari. "These people are paci¬ 
fists. And then they get blown up 
and accused of doing it. It’s stun¬ 
ning." 

In the photograph, Bari is wear¬ 
ing an Earth First! T-shirt and dun¬ 
garees, standing in the forest with 
an Uzi,cradled in her arm. The 
picture is captioned, “AVA Poster 
Gal of the Week." 

Bruce Anderson, publisher of 
the Anderson,Valley Advertiser, 

and other friends of Bari said the 
picture was taken more than three 
years ago as a gag photograph to 
appear on an album cover of folk¬ 
sy environmental songs Bari and 
Cherney had recorded called 
“They Sure Don’t Make Hippies 
Like They Used To." 

“It was just a joke, clearly fun 
, and games" said Anderson, a close 
friends of Bari. “It was supposed to 
be reminiscent of Patty Hearst and■ 
the SLA."

.But Anderson said,Bari and' 
Cherney did not like the photo- 
grapb and did not consider it fun¬ 
ny. When they wanted to throw it 
away, Anderson said, he asked for 
it and published it last year to fill, 
empty space in his newspaper. 

Bari, who.suffered a broken 
hip in the explosion and is recuper- 
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a ting at Highland Hospital in Oak* 
land, could not be reached'for 
comment yesterday. 

Sergeant Dan Walker of the 
Ukiah Police Department said his 
agency received a copy of the pho¬ 
to about one year ago from ‘.‘a con¬ 
fidential informant.” The photo 
came with a list of Earth First! 
related activities that Bari* was 
planning, he said. 

Walker said “we did circulate” 
the photo to other Northern Call- 
■fornia law enforcement agencies, 
including the FBI. He said the pic¬ 
ture was distributed at the begin¬ 
ning of June, after the bombing. 
“That kind of motivated us to get 
busy,” he said.

OST OF US suspect by now that something is 
going on; let me at least propose a theory 
that accounts for most of the known facts. We 
know, for instance, that the United States faces 
no substantial political or military threat at this 
time.

Some of these instances are obvious: the re¬ 
cent 2 live Crew bust, for example. If their lyrics 
'had been published in £ high-minded book called. 
"Voices From the Streets” that had sold 126 cop¬ 
ies in tiny inner city bookstores, there would 1 
have been no. police action. 2 Live Crew’s crime 
was cultural — they were loud, popular, blatant 
and black. 

Cloaking this attempt at censorship as con¬ 
cern for feminism is particularly reprehensible. 1 
would suggest that being homeless is far more 
degrading to a woman than any opinion express- 
red by 2 Live Crew; I would suggest that illegal 
abortion mills were (and would be again) far 
'more degrading.

mented federal campaign against Earth First! 
falls into that category. 

Now. It is my opinion that Earth First! is a 
politically trivial organization; that the consen¬ 
sus-oriented environmental groups (like the Na¬ 
ture Conservancy and Friends of the River) have 
done the real trench work in protecting aind 
preserving the biosphere. 

Earth First! is the theatrical end of the envi¬ 
ronmental movement; its impact is aesthetic. Be¬ 
cause it deals effectively in the manipulation of 
symbols, it represents a threat to order/That’s 
why it’s the target of all that FBI attention. 

. I have no idea what actually happened in that 
Oakland car bombing. It Is clear, however, that 
the authorities had.held the trial and handed 
down convictions long - before the facts were • 
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gathered. And yet why? What has Earth First! 
done? At most, one instance of one man injured 
by a tree spike —- that’s it. More people have died 
in cars driven by Ted Kennedy, as the old La- 
Rouche slogan had it. *

■ Two Earth First! activists 
who were injured when a bomb 
exploded in their car won ap¬ 
proval from a judge yesterday to 
have their own experts inspect 
the car and to cover it in a metal 
container. 

Experts hired by activists 
Judi Bari and Darryl Cherney 
• will be allowed to visually in¬ 
spect the car, which is in police 
custody, but will not be permit¬ 
ted to test any evidence. 

The order by Alameda County 
Superior Court Judge Henry 
Ramsey Jr. also permits the car 
to be placed in a locked metal 
container to protect it from de¬ 
terioration. 

Bari and Cherney were in¬ 
jured when a bomb exploded in¬ 
side the car near Oakland High 
School on May 24. 

Oakland police have said that 
Bari and Cherney were suspects 
in the bombing and initially ar¬ 
rested them on suspicion of pos¬ 
sessing-and transporting an ex¬ 
plosive device. 

. . But the District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice has not yet filed any formal 
charges against them. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Christopher Carpenter said yes¬ 
terday that his office will decide 
at a bearing in Municipal Court 
in O a k l a nd next Friday whether 
to file charges. 

j. Attorneys Richard Ingram 
and Susan Jordan, who represent 
Bari, said they wanted the evi¬ 
dence tested by . their experts 
and preserved in the event that 
criminal charges are filed 
against Bari ‘and Cherney. 

Ingram said he’s also com- 
tcmplating filing a civil lawsuit 


against Oakland police alleging 
false arrest and false imprison¬ 
ment and against other people if 
it is determined they-were re¬ 
sponsible for the bombing. 

The attorneys insist that Bari 
and Cherney are victims of the 
bombing, not suspects. 

Outside of court, Jordan 
called Oakland police investiga-

She charged that police first 
tried to discredit the pair by ar¬ 
resting them as susperts shortly 
after the bombing and that they 
were responsible for disseminat¬ 
ing a photograph of Bari posing 
with a Uzi gun. 

Police.authorities have said 
that the. photo undermines the 
group’s claims that it is nonvi¬ 
olent. 

But Jordan said the photo, 
which was.first'printed in the 
weekly Anderson Valley Adver¬ 
tiser, was taken as a joke and to 
be used on an albun of environ¬ 
mental songs.

It is important, especially in a de¬ 
mocracy like ours, that any evidence 
of crime, regardless of who might be 
responsibole or what their motive 
might be, be brought to the attention 
of the proper authorities. If there is 
an allegation of improper, if not ille- 
’ gal, conduct, that too can be referred 
' to the head of the respective agency 
for review and disciplinary action, 
where appropriate. 

If The Examiner has evidence of 
illegal or improper conduct by any 
FBI employee, including me, con¬ 
cerning this matter or any other, I 
encourage you to bring it Erectly to 
the attention of FBI Director William 
S. Sessions as well as the local or state 
authority where the alleged illegal act 
occurred 

Any suggestion that the FBI is 
attempting to disrupt legitimate ac¬ 
tivities is simply not true. The FBI, in 
tiact, does have an obligation to inves¬ 
tigate allegations of violations of fed¬ 
eral law regardless of who might be 
responsible or what their motivation 
'might have been. But given the possi¬ 
ble conclusions of your article I am 
^forwarding a copy to the FBI’s Office 
of Professional Responsibility, the re¬ 
sponsible.entity of the FBI for initiat¬ 
ing action in allegations of miscon¬ 
duct byfcnployees.

“There’s a fear that things are 
going so fast, there won’t be real 
forests anymore" in. Mendocino 
County, said Philo resident Pam < 
Miller. 

That fear is not unfounded, 
said state forester Teie. 

Mendocino County *now 
weighs in as either the second or 
third biggest timber producer in 
the state each year, he said. But 
if tbe'large timber companies 
continue to cut as they are doing 
now, “the future isn’t going to be 
there.” _ 


“This land is zoned for one 
purpose, to harvest timber,” said 
Raleigh. 

What Pacific Lumber is doing 
with its land is harvesting its 
crop, just as a wheat farmer har- . 
vests his crop, hie said. And just 
like the farmer, said Raleigh, 
the company will take care of its 

* land so that it can replant and 
harvest again in the future. ; 

Raleigh acknowledged that : 
the company is currently cutting ’ 
some of its stands of ancient for- , 
' ests, trees that are several 
hundred years old. 

However, logging in the com¬ 
pany’s biggest, most controver- - 
sial old-growth stand, the 3.000- 
acre Headwaters Forest, has 
been baited for two years. The 
company agreed to the rporato- 
rium following public andmedia 
pressure. 

Although concerns about over¬ 
cutting and clear-cutting have 
been going on for years along the 
north coast, this summer is 
emerging as a critical time. j, 

Between to* threat of new re¬ 
strictions and a hot market for 
lumber, there is more logging 
going on this summer than any¬ 
one can remember. 

Trucks carrying raw logs and 
others with milled'lumber are 
jamming Highway 101 and the 
local mountain roads. 

“There is definitely increased 
activity,"said Pete Passof, a for¬ 
est adviser for. the UC-Berkeley 
extension in Ukiah. 

“What we are bearing is that 
the loggers are . leery of new 
rules that may come out,” said 
. John Teie, Mendocino unit for¬ 
ester for the state Department

in 1980 , stands for much more than preser- 
' ving wilderness areas. It views people as “a 
' disease organism” and incites destruction to 

promote its radical ends. 

David Foreman, Earth First’s founder, 
:«ummed up its values in an interview with 
•"deep ecology” guru Bull Duvall. “The hu- 
'man race could go extinct and I for one 
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would not shed any tears,” Foreman said. 
, "The worst thing we could do in Ethiopia is 
.to give aid — the best thing would be to just 
•let nature seek its own balance, to let people 
-there just starve.” 

The Earth First! newspaper Foreman ed¬ 
ited ran an article on "Population and 
/AIDS,” advancing the same set of ethics. 

“If radical environmentalists were to in* 
•Tent a disease to bring h uman DODulation 
Hback to ecological sanity, it would probably 
; be something like AIDS,” the article de- 
t "blared. "... The only real hope of the con- 
.tinuation of diverse ecosystems oo this plan* 

, .bt is an enormous decline in human copula* 
-iion.” 

The piece went on to call for a ret ur n to 
'• “hiater-gatherer way of hfe,” calling in- 
'dustrial progress "the main force behind the 
environmental crisis.” If “the AIDS epidem* 
,iic didn’t exist,” it concluded, "radical envi¬ 
ronmentalists would have to invent one.” 

The article, signed with a ^peeodooym. 


illustrated another characteristic of the 
Earth First! movement: a cowardly refusal 
to take responsibility. Its leaders have re- 
’ fined the hypocritical art of feigning in¬ 
nocence while promoting illegal acts. 

In 1985, for example, Foreman published 
. an entire book on ways to sabotage bulldoz¬ 
ers, spike trees and roads, burn billboards 
— and avoid capture. It opens with the 
patently insincere disclaimer “Ecodefense 
is for entertainment purposes only. No one 
involved with the production of this book... 
encourages anyone to do any of the stupid, 
illegal things contained herein.” 

Or as Foreman’s mentor, Edward Abbey, 
told a gathering of the faithful, “Of course, I 
never advocate illegal action at any time. 
Except at night...” 

That spirit of irresponsibility only en¬ 
courages crazies who observe no limits. 
Earth First! followers and sympathizers, for 
.all their talk of non-violence, have caused 
[serious injury by “spiking” trees and roads. 
[They have also downed power lines, sabo¬ 
taged cattle ranches and may have set off a 
, bomb on May 9 at the Louisiana-Pacific 
sawmill in Cloverdale. 

Most of that doesn’t seem to faze Cher- 
1 ney, for one. “The sabotage erf equipment is 
no different than the French sabotage of the 
equipment of Hitler,” he said. 

In another setting, he said, “Fm not an 
environmentalist. I’m an Earth warrior. I 
am the Earth defending itself ... . I’m 
trying to feralize myself.” 

As for Bari, her Patty-Hearst-style photo 
pose with a submachine gun, even if in jest,

“The best thing about Redwood Summer is that >, 
it’s in 1990, which means the 1980s are over,” said ** 
is Hayes of Palo Alto, chairman of Earth' Day 
who called the ’80s “a decade of unprecedent- 
greed and hypocrisy” by large corporations. 
Hayes, like the Earth First! organizers of the 
i protests, compared the plans for a summer of 
noo-violent civil disobedience” to the fi ght for 
civil rights in the South in the 1960s.

L-P drew sharp criticism earlier this year wh<n 
it announced that 195 of its mill workers in Mendo¬ 
cino and Butte counties would be laid off, despite 
record profits — up 42.5 percent from 1988 — and 
record sales of 82 billion last year. 

Spokesmen for the company have blamed envi¬ 
ronmentalists for the layoffs, but activists charge 
that they , stem from overcutting of L-P’s lands, 
mill modernization and exports of unfinished lum¬ 
ber to Mexico. 

Because the L-P workers’ signs were identical 
and professionally printed and appeared moments 
after the Redwood Summer demonstration began, 
numerous activists accused the company of trying 
to sabotage the protest Workers and officials de¬ 
nied the charge. 

“Our employees organized this on their owj," 
said Sbep Tucker, spokesman for Louisiana-Pacif¬ 
ic, one of the nation’s largest redwood producers. 
“They wanted to come out here.” 

The demonstration was the culmination of sever¬ 
al logging protests oo the North Coast They in¬ 
tensified in 1986 when Maxxam Corp., the Los 
Angeles-based conglomerate owned by Houston 
billionaire Charles Hurwitz, bought Pacific Lum¬

SAMOA, Humboldt County — 
The first skirmish of a promised 
summer of civil disobedience 
aimed at protecting some of the 
world's last redwood forests was 
peaceful, with a hundred protesters 
stopping a logging truck with coy- 
d e howls, dances and reggae mu- 
tf c. 

'* Forty-four people were arrested 
Wednesday in the first protest of 
Redwood Summer, an action or¬ 
ganized by the militant Earth First 
environmental group to call atten¬ 
tion to continued heavy logging of 
old-growth redwoods. 

The effort is also designed to 
draw attention to the economic ef¬ 
fects of lumber company practices. 

More than 700 protesters gath¬ 
ered at the Louisiana Pacific gate 
outside Eureka to protest the com¬ 
pany’s building of a plant in Mexi¬ 
co to process raw lumber instead of 
(renting jobs on the north coast. 

T L-P insists whole logs won’t be 
(flipped to Mexico and says the 
jobs created there were ones from 
fipufherr^ California and not from 
the north coast. 


The warmest applause and 
howls came for one of Redwood 
Summer’s prime organizers, Darryl 
. Chemey, who along with fellow 
Earth First activist Judi Bari was 
injured May 24 in Oakland when a 
bomb exploded in their car. 

Both Bari — still hospitalized in 
Oakland with severe injuries -j- 
and Chemey are under investiga¬ 
tion for allegedly transporting the 
bomb. They deny the allegations 
pand say they are being persecuted 
ifor their radical environmental ac-' 

jj Some wept as Chemey sang. He 
dedicated to Bari her favorite song, 
“Where Are We Going to Work 
When the Trees Are Gone?" and 
“No Compromise in Defense of 
Mother Earth.” 

When L-P closed its mill in Pot¬ 
ter Valley, north of Ukiah in Men¬ 
docino County, the company 
“blamed all of you," Chemey told 
the crowd. ‘They said it was be¬ 
cause of environmental lawsuits.

Prosecutors have again post* 
poned a decision on .filing 1 
charges against the two Earth 
First! leaders injured in a bomb 
blast, although sources said new 
crime-lab tests have produced 
evidence allegedly linking one of 
the activists to the bomb.

, who were arrested within hours 
of the May 24 explosion in Oak* 
land for possession and trans¬ 
portation of a'bomb, had been 
scheduled to appear in court to-. 
day to learn if the Alameda 
County District Attorney’s Of* 
fice was going to file .formal 
charges against them.

Wounded leaders

OAKLAND —- Alameda Coun¬ 
ty prosecutors were granted a delay 
Friday until July 18 to determine 
whether to file charges against two 
leaders of the Earth First environ¬ 
mental group accused of carrying a 
bomb that injured them when it 
blew up last month. 

Chris Carpenter, assistant dis¬ 
trict attorney for Alameda County, 
said the investigation to determine 
who was responsible for.the May 
24 car bombing hasn't been com¬ 
pleted. He also said FBI lab tests 
have not been completed. 

Earth First organizers Judi Bari 
and Darryl Cherriey were arrested 
the day after the blast but subse¬ 
quently released from custody. Ba¬ 
ri remains hospitalized in Oakland 
with injuries from the blast. 

Municipal: Judge Jack Gifford 
granted the continuance. It was the 


second delay granted this month to 
prosecutors. 

Bari’s attorney, Susan Jordan, 
objected to the ruling. 

“We are deeply disturbed that 
' the district attorney has not taken 
the opportunity to dear Judi Bari 
and Darryl Cbemey of these char¬ 
ges,” Jordan said. "However, we 
will return with optimism that this 
•cloud of suspicion will be removed 
from their heads.” 

Bari and Chemey have con¬ 
tended that they were the victims . 
of an assassination attempt in re¬ 
taliation for their work in organiz¬ 
ing the anti-timber industry, “Red¬ 
wood Summer” protests that be¬ 
gan this week. 

Carpenter said evidence crucial 
to his rase hasn’t been made avail¬ 
able by the FBI, which is examin¬ 
ing the remnants of the bomb and 
other physical evidence.

For the third time since the 
bomb blew up on May 24, the Oak-

identified* ’’sources” disclosing 
what could be damaging informa¬ 
tion against activists Danyl Cher- 
ney and Judi Bari. 

The newspaper said “sources” 
reported that crime-lab tests re¬ 
veal that finishing nails taped to 
the pipe bomb have the same dis¬ 
tinct manufacturer’s markings on 
them as nails authorities found 
while searching Bari’s Redwood 
Valley home. 

' ■ "It’s fair to say there are those 
in the Oakland Police Department 


who are involved in a concerted 
smear campaign,” said Douglas 
Homgrad, an attorney for Cher- 
ney, who was injured when a bomb 
blew up in Bari’s car last month. 
"It’s unfortunate when we’re ask¬ 
ing for access to information, 
we’re being denied that, and then 
we see these selective leaks in the 
media, sometimes right, some¬ 
times wrong.” 

Oakland Police Li Mike Sims, 
whose homicide unit is conducting 
the investigation, denied Horn- 
grad’s charges. 

“My office has nothing to do 
with a smear campaign or attempt 
to try this in the newspaper,” Sims 
said.

Were Earth First! activists 
Judi Bari and Darryl Chemey in¬ 
nocent victims of a bombing at¬ 
tack by angry loggers or law en¬ 
forcement officers?

As the Earth First! bombing 

investigation drags into its fifth 
week, it appears the answers to 
those questions ultimately may 
hinge on the meaning of obscure 
scraps of evidence now surfac-' 
ing. such as a colored towel and 
some finishing nails found in 
Bar;*3 heme or car. 

Thus far the’importance of 
that evidence has largely been 
lost in the public debate over the 
bombing, as political leanings 
have determined opinions on the

Some past'targets of Earth 

First! campaigns were equally 
quick to conclude Bari and Cher¬ 
ney were guilty. 

For many leftists, the Earth 
First! bombing conjures up im¬ 
ages of famous political conspir¬ 
acy cases of the,oast in which 


radicals were falsely accused. 
They point to the murder convic- 
tion and execution of anarchists 
Sacco and Vanzetti in the 1920s 
and to labor leader Tom Moo¬ 
ney. who was convicted but later 
pardoned on charges he planted 
a bomb at a San Francisco labor 

rally in 1916. , 

Some supporters of Bari andi 
Chemey have said the pair are 
the victims of a police conspira¬ 
cy or cover up or were attacked 
by loggers or similar enemies of 
Earth First! 

Oakland police and the FBI 
vehemently deny being part of 

any coverup or conspiracy. They 
say while they have not ruled out' 
that the pair were targets of an 
attack. Bari and Cherney are 
inspects in the case because of 
physical evidence and what po¬ 
lice'say is information about 
Earth Firstl's violent tendencies. 

Further muddying the waters 
is the "Lord’s Avenger," an 
anonymous letter writer who 
has taken credit for the bomb¬ 
ing. 

Proponents of each theory on 
the cause of the bombing have 
advanced some evidence sup¬ 
porting their conclusions. But 
there, are major unanswered 
questions or contradictory evi¬ 
dence in each case: 

The Police Conspiracy 
Theory __ 

As soon as the FBI and Oak¬ 
land Police said they considered 
Bari and, Cherney suspects. 
Earth First! supporters accused 
authorities of incompetence, a 
* coverup or worse. 
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“This whole thing reeks of an 
FBI'operation,” Cherney told 
The Tribune the day after the 
bomb blast. 

Leftists point to the FBI’s dis¬ 
credited “COINTELPRO” op¬ 
eration of the 1960s and 1970s, 
aimed at disrupting and discred¬ 
iting radical groups such as the 
.Black Panther Party. During the 
same period. Oakland police 
were involved in violent alterca-. 
tions with the Panthers and oth¬ 
er radicals. 

More, recently. Earth First! 
supporters have criticized an 
FBI undercover operation that 
resulted in the arrest in May 
1989-of four members of the 
group, including Dave Foreman; 
one of its founders, for allegedly 
plotting to blow up nuclear pow¬ 
er plant transmission lines. 

Defense-attorneys charged 
thatan FBI undercover agent 
said'in a recorded conversation 
that Foreman was “the guy we 
need to pop to send a message.” 

i Foreman and the others have 
pleaded innocent in the case. 

Cherney also has questioned a 
police search , of his car during 
an Earth First! demonstration at 
the Golden Gate Bridge in April 
in which be was arrested but not 
charged. The search was done by 
the California Highway Patrol, 
while FBI agents and an Oak¬ 
land police officer were at the 
scene monitoring the situation. 

“It didn’t take us long to make 
the, connection between OPD 
and FBI," Cherney said in an in¬ 
terview with The Tribune a 
week ago. 

The suggestions of an FBI or 
Oakland police plot have been 
adamantly denied by both agen-' 
cies. 

“There is no plot between the 
Oakland Police Department, the 
FBI or anyone else In this case.” 
Oakland Police Chief George 
• Hart said. “Why would we have 
a conspiracy against Earth 
First!? I think that this particu¬ 
lar organization has an Inflated 
view of their significance If they 
believe we have the time to wor¬ 
ry about conspiring against 
them on anything.” 


Duke Diedrich, spokesman for 
the FBI's San Francisco office, 
said, ‘To just come out and spec¬ 
ulate that because of COINTEL¬ 
PRO that we would be involved - 
in putting bombs in cars is ridic¬ 
ulous.” 

Richard W. Held, special 
agent in charge of the FBI San 
Francisco office, also has denied 
the allegations. He has encour¬ 
aged anyone with information 
about alleged impropriety by the 
FBI to report it to the bureau’s : 
Office of Professional Responsi¬ 
bly or local authorities. 

FBI agents and other law en-; 
forcement officials said the bu- : 
reau has reje cted the COINTEL- 

PRO tactics of the past that led , 
to scandalous revelations and' 
congressional oversight.'At the 
bureau’s San Francisco office, 
agents said Held has repeatedly 
stressed they follow the bureau’s 
policy of only* investigating 
criminal acts, not political 
groups. 

The Angry Logger 
Theory _ 

Bari and Cherney have re¬ 
ceived dozens of death threats 
because of their leadership of 
the “Redwood Summer” anti- 
logging campaign. Some people 
believe their activism prompted 
an attack on the pair. 

One letter to Bari signed the 
“Committee For the Death of 
Earth First!” threatened to 
“buntfdown each.and every 
' (Earth First') member.” 

An anonymous post card Bari 
received in April said, “We know 
everything.... You won’t get a 
second warning.” 

Another letter from a group 
calling. itself the “Stompers” 
warned Bari, Cherney andia 
third Earth First! activist, “If 
you want to be a martyr, we will 
be happy to oblige.” 

The theory that a logger or 
other Earth First' enemy plant¬ 
ed the bomb is undermined; how¬ 
ever, by the fact the bomb that 
exploded was inside Bari’s car. 
according to bomb experts. 


People planting bombs almost 
always place them under a car 
or tinder its hood to conceal 
them, experts said. The bomb in 
Bari’s car was on the floorboard 
behind the driver’s seat, sources 
saiji, where it could be seen.by 
someone getting into the vehicle. 

Also, police believe the bomb 
p robab ly was placed in the car , 

while Bari was staying at a 
bouse in East Oakland the night 
before the bombing. People who 
were in the car with Ban when 
she was in Mendocino County the 
day before saw no explosive de¬ 
vice. 

That points away from logger 
involvement, investigators said, 
because a logger would be far 
more likely to plant the bomb in 
familiar, territory in Mendocino 
County than on a strange street 
in East Oakland. 

Logging company officials 
and loggers have adamantly de¬ 
nied any role in the attack. 

The Lord’s Avenger 
Theory __ 

Within a week of the bombing, 
an anonymous letter was mailed 
claiming responsibility for the 
explosion. The letter writer said 
be was retaliating against-Bari 
, and Cherney for their pro-abor¬ 
tion and anti-logging protests. 

The “Lord’s Avenger” also' 
took credit for a May 9 bomb 
attack at a Clovesdale lumber 
company office.’ 

The credibility of the letter 
has’been called into question, 
however, because of the writer’s • 
claim that be planted the bomb 
< in Bari’s car on the evening of 
. May 22 while it was parked- out? 

I side a restaurant in Willits. The 
writer also said he covered the- 
bomb with a colored towel. 

But when the bomb was sup¬ 
posedly, planted, the car. was 
parked under a street light, in 
front of-a restaurant picture 
window and only 100 feet from 
the Willits police department. 




Three people who later got 
into the car with Bari said they 
did sot notice any bomb. One of 
them placed his feet on the floor 
where the bomb supposedly was 
located and felt nothing, and two 
of them saw the colored towel in 
the back storage area of the sta¬ 
tion wagon, not on the floor¬ 
board. 

While his story of bow the 
bomb was planted apparently is 
not true, investigators believe 
the “avenger” was somehow 
connected to the bombing. The 
letter he wrote included some 
detailed and accurate informa¬ 
tion about both the Cloverdale 
bomb and the Oakland device, 
including a description of the 
colored towel Which was on the 
bomb when it exploded. 

Some officials say they sus¬ 
pect the letter writer was an ac¬ 
complice of Bari and Cherney 
and concocted the story about 
being the “Lord’s Avenger” and 
planting the bomb to send inves¬ 
tigators on a false trail.

The Earth First! 
Terrorists Theory 

Police have based their con¬ 
clusion that Bari and Cherney 
were transporting the device 
largely on physical evidence re¬ 
covered from the scene and 
wbat they say are the violent 
tendencies of Earth First! 

Sources said lab tests show 
finishing nails taped to the bomb 
match nails that were found in a 
search of Bari’s Mendocino 
County home last month. Both 
sets « nails have distinct manu¬ 
facturer’s markings on them, 
sources said, although the nails 
are in common use. 

Earth First! supporters have 
retorted that Bari was a carpen¬ 
ter doing work on her home and 
frequently used all kinds of 
nails. 

“It’s like saying a pair of Nike 
running shoes was found in the 
car and another oair of running 


shoes made by Nike was found in 
Judi’s bouse,” attorneys for the 
Bari and Cherney said in a pre¬ 
pared statement this week. 

Authorities also say that on 
the morning of the explosion, 
Bari packed her car and would 
have seen the bomb because she 
placed her guitar case in the 
back seat area near the device. 1 

But Bari’s friends have said 
her car is so cluttered with boxes 
and other items that she easily 
could have overlooked it. 

Lawyers for Bari and Cherney 
said there was “no evidence link¬ 
ing Judi or Danyl to the bomb.” 

“Our belief is ... there is no 
case now and there never will be ; 
a case against these people,” 
said Cberney’s attorney, Douglas 
Horn grad. 

Others in Earth First' said the 
police allegations were prepos¬ 
terous because Cherney and Bari 
were committed to non-violence. ■ 
The pair, particularly Bari, con- • 
vinced the Earth First' group in 
the Mendocino area to renounce 
the practice of spiking trees to 
prevent logging, arguing it posed 
a danger to lumber workers. 


That they would be involved in 
a bombing makes no sense. 
Earth First' supporters said, be¬ 
cause it would undermine the 
pacifism they have been advo¬ 
cating.

But critics of Earth First! 
have said there is other informa¬ 
tion that raises questions about 
the group’s commitment, as well 
as that of Chemey and Bari, to 
non-violence. 

Cherney has said while he is 
opposed to violence against peo¬ 
ple, be does not consider de¬ 
struction of property to be vio¬ 
lence. 

“We do not condemn sabo¬ 
tage,” he told The Tribune last 
month. “There art times when It 
is morally justifiable.” 

And Bari once posed for a pho¬ 
tograph holding an Uxt machine 
gun although she and other 
Earth First! members say the 
picture was only a joke. 

More recently. Earth First! 
members say, Bari and Chemey 
have been unequivocal in their 
insistence on non-violence dur¬ 
ing this year’s “Redwood Sum¬ 
mer” logging protests.

More recently. Earth First! 
supporters have criticized an 
FBI undercover operation that 
resulted in the arrest in May 
1989 of four members of the 
group, including Dave Foreman, 
one of its founders, for allegedly 
plotting to blow up nuclear pow¬ 
er plant transmission lines. 

Defense attorneys charged 
that an FBI undercover agent 
aakfo a recorded conversation 
that Foreman was “the guy we 
need to pop to send a message.” 

Foreman and the others have 
pleaded innocent in the case. 

Cherney also has questioned a 
police search of his car during 
an Earth First' demonstration at 
the Golden Gate Bridge in April 
in which be was arrested but not 
charged.

Duke Diedrich, spokesman for 
the FBI’s San Francisco office, 
aald, 'To just come out and spec¬ 
ulate that because of COINTEL-. 
PRO that we would be Involved 
in putting bombs in cars is ridic¬ 
ulous.” 

Richard W. Held, special 
agent in charge of the FBI San 
Francisco office, also has denied 
the allegations. He has eocour- 
aged anyone with information 
about alleged impropriety by the 
FBI to report it to the bureau’s 
Office of Professional Respond- 
bitty or local authorities. 

FBI agents and other law en¬ 
forcement officials said the bu- 
_reau has reject ed the COINTE L- 

PRO tactics of the past that led 
to scandalous revelations and 
congressional oversight At the 
bureau’s San Francisco office, 
agents said Held has repeatedly 
stressed they follow the bureau’s 
policy of only investigating 
criminal acts, not political 
groups. 


"People planting bombs almost 
always place them under a car 
or under its bood to conceal

The Angry Logger

Bari and Cherney have re¬ 
ceived dozens of death threats 
because of their leadership of 
the "Redwood Summer” anti- 
logging campaign. Some people 
believe their activism prompted 
an attack on the pair. 

One letter to Bari signed the 
"Committee For the Death of 
Earth First!” threatened to 
!"hunt down each and every 
(Earth First!) member.” 

An anonymous post card Bari 
received in April said,'"We know 
everything.... You won’t get a 
second warning.” 

Another letter from e group 
■calling itself the "Stompers” 
warned Bari, Cherney end a 
third Earth First! activist, “If 
you want to be a mart yiywe will 
. be happy to oblige.” 

The theory that a logger or 
i other Earth First' enemy plant¬ 
ed the bomb Is undermined, how¬ 
ever, by the fact the bomb that

while Bari was staying at a 
bouse in East Oakland the night 
before the bombing. People who 
were in the car with Bari when 
she was in Mendocino County the 
day before saw no explosive de¬ 
vice.

The Lord’s Avenger 
Theory _ 

Within a week of the bombing, 
an anonymous letter was mailed 
claiming responsibility for the 
explosion. The letter writer said 
he was retaliating against Bari 
and Cherney for their pro-abor- 
' tioo and anti-logging protests. 

The "Lord’s Avenger” also 
took credit for a May 9 bomb 
attack at a Cloy d a le lumber 
company office. 

The credibility of the letter 
has been called into question, 
however, because of the writer's 
claim that he planted the bomb 
kin Bari’s car oo the evening of 
May tt while it.xras narked out¬ 
side e restaurant In Wlllits. The- 
writer also said be covered the 
bomb with a colored towel. 

■But when the bomb was sup¬ 
posedly planted, the cer was 
parked under a street light, in 
front of a restaurant picture 
window and only 100 feet from 
the Wlllits police department.

Three people who later got 
into tbe-car with Bari said they 
did not notice any bomb. One of 
them placed his feet oc the floor 
where the bomb supposedly was 
located and felt nothing, and two 
of them uw the colored towel in 
the back storage area of the sta-, 
tion wagon, not on the'floor* 
board. 

. While his story of bow the 
bomb was planted apparently, is 
not true, investigators believe 
the "avenger” was somehow 
connected to the'bombing. The 
letter be wrote included some 
detailed and accurate informa¬ 
tion about both the Cloverdale 
bomb and the Oakland device, 
including a description of the 
colored towel Which was on the 
bomb when It exploded.

The nails used in a pipe bomb 
that injured two radical environ* 
mentallsts in their ear six weeks 
ago came from the same batch as 
nails seized from the home of one 

of the victims, Oakland police said 
'yesterday. 

It was the first detailed descrip¬ 
tion of evidence police may use 
against Earth First leaders Judi 
Bari and Darryl Cberney on possi¬ 
ble charges of transporting explo¬ 
sives. 

Bari and Cberney have said 
since the bomb exploded on May 
24 that they were attacked because 
of their widely publicized opposi¬ 
tion to logging on the North Coast 
and their promotion of the Red¬ 
wood Summer series of anti-log¬ 
ging protests. 

Police also revealed yesterday 
that they believe it is probable the 
.bombing was done by same person 
’who wrote the “Lord’s Avenger” 
letter claiming to have exploded 
•the device as a way of punishing 1 
Bari because of her proabortion 
stance. FBI Laboratory experts 
■were comparing the typeface on 
that letter with typed material tak¬ 
en from Bari’s house. I

Police also determined that the 
crude explosive device was placed

ARTH FIRST! ACTIVIST JUDI 
BARI said from her Oakland hospi¬ 
tal bed yesterday, that she is scared 
to return to her anti-logging activ¬ 
ism and to her home in Mendocino 

County. 

‘T’m afraid to go back home. There are 
people there trying to kill me," said Bari, 
propped up on pillows and wearing a purple 
Earth First! T-shirt. 

She is fearful of the. timber, interests and 
their power on the North Coast. 

“It is open season on Earth First!” she said. 

“I don’t know when or in what role I’ll re¬ 
turn to activism,” said Bari.'fO, a labor leader 
and political activist since her, early twenties. 

Bari is recovering at Highland Hospital. 
Her leg-and pelvis were badly mangled by, a 
pipe bomb that exploded in her station wagon 
on May 24 while she and fellow activist Darryl 
Cherney were driving through Oakland. 

, Her right leg is partially paralyzed, but 
Bari said she hopes eventually to walk with the 
aid of a brace and cane. 1 

■ “I will have to live with a reminder of this 
(bombing) all my life,” she said. 

Yesterday’s interview was one of the first 
-Bari has permitted since t£e bombing. She said 
she remains in constant pain and tires easily, 
but said it was time for her to speak for herself. 

“It is hard to hear things said about me that 
are completely wrong.” said Bari. 

Bari and Cherney claim they were the vic¬ 
tims of a planned attack, possibly by people op¬ 
posed to their anti-logging activities. But police 


have said from the day of the 
•xplosion that they suspected, 
Bari and Cherney of transport¬ 
ing the bomb. No one has yet 
been charged. 

Police said they are continu¬ 
ing to gather information to link 
the pair to the bomb.

Officer soys Earth First explosive 
was built in victim's home

The chief investigator probing 
the pipe bomb explosion that in¬ 
jured two radical environmental¬ 
ists Is convinced that the bomb 
was built at the Mendocino Coun¬ 
ty home of one of the victims, ac¬ 
cording to court records. 

The public disclosure of the al¬ 
legation by Oakland police Ser¬ 
geant Mike Sitterud comes less 
than a week after investigators re¬ 
vealed that nails found in the rub¬ 
ble of the May 24 explosion in Oak¬ 
land are identical to nails found in 
the Redwood Valley home of 
•Earth First leader Judi Bari. 

In an affidavit, Sitterud said his 
Investigation "leads me to believe 
that... the bomb was fabricated 
on the property" shared by Bari 
and her former husband. The affi¬ 
davit, filed in support of a police 
eearch at the Redwood Valley 
house June 26, was among court 
documents released this week in 
Oakland Municipal Court The be¬ 
lief apparently was based on evi¬ 
dence, including the nails, found 
in an earlier police search of the 
borne immediately after the bomb 
explosion. 

Bari’s attorney, Susan Jordan, 
disputed the allegations. . '

Bari and her traveling compan¬ 
ion, fellow Earth First leader Dar¬ 
ryl Cherney, were injured when a 
pipe bomb exploded in Bari’s car 
as she drove near Oakland High 
School. Bari is still in Highland 
Hospital, recovering from a bro¬ 
ken pelvis and other injuries. 
Cherney was treated for his 
wounds and released shortly after 
the blast 

Police suspect that Bari and 
Cherney were transporting explo¬ 
sives and are trying to persuade 
the Alameda County district attor¬ 
ney to file charges against them. 

Earth First representatives and 
their attorneys have insisted that 
the bomb was placed by enemies 
of Bari and Cherney — both out¬ 
spoken opponents of the logging 
practices of big timber companies. 

The court documents include 
an uncensored version of the type¬ 
written letter sent by the "Lord’s 
Avenger,” who claimed that he 
built the bo mb to punish Bari f or 
her proabortion stance. 

The rambling letter was sent to 
the Santa Rosa Press-Democrat a 
week after the bombing. The 
> newspaper and the FBI refused to 
.release portions that revealed how 
the bomb was put together. 

In his letter, the Lord’s Aveng¬ 
er said he built the bomb from 
galvanized pipe, black Iron end 
caps, match-head igniters, epoxy 
glue, finishing nails, a 6-voJt bat¬ 
tery, a pocket watch, red and 
white wires and a mixture of 
’-chemicals.

Although investigators believe 
that they have linked the bomb to 
Bari’s property and the letter-writ¬ 
er to the bomb, they have not di¬ 
rectly tied the bomb or the letter 
to Bari.

The new court records also dis¬ 
close that some protest groups 
look upon Earth First with a cer¬ 
tain suspicion.

The activists and their attor¬ 
neys sharply rebuked Oakland

“The Oakland Police Depart¬ 
ment has conducted an unprece¬ 
dented and outrageous smear 
campaign in an attempt to dis¬ 
credit Earth First and Redwood 
Summer/’ the attorneys said. 
Redwood Summer is Earth 
First’s campaign against the 
dear-cutting of ancient redwood 
forests in the North Coast by the 
timber industry. 

The lawyers said police have 
wasted seven weeks on their in¬ 
vestigation of the bombing of 
Bari’s car outside Oakland High 
School only to come up empty 
banded. They said they are con¬ 
sidering filing suit for false ar¬ 
rest and violations of Cberney’s 
and Bari’s civil rights. 

“It stinks,” Betty Ball, coordi¬ 
nator of the Mendocino Environ¬ 
mental Center, said of the police 
probe.

Oakland police Lt Mike Sims, 
who beaded the probe, said, “We 
developed a lot of information, 
talked to a lot of people.

Lab tests fail to link bomb 
with items at Bari’s home

The decision by authorities not to file charges against 
Earth First activists Judi Bari and Darryl Cherney came 
after laboratory tests failed to connect bomb components 
with items at Bari’s home, sources said. 

Analysis also revealed that finishing nails found at her 
home that were the same as others taped to the car bomb may 
have been so common that they were meaningless as evi¬ 
dence, sources said. % , • 

Bari, Cberney and their attorneys have maintained all V 
along that the pair are innocent and police had no case against • 
them. 

“The Oakland Police Department has never had any evi-. . 
dence against either of them,” the attorneys said, and investi¬ 
gated them “solely because they are political activists.” 

Police Lt. Mike Sims, who beads the police probe, re¬ 
sponded, “Their assertion is wrong.Any actions we took 

were based on the best evidence and expert opinion we had at 
the time.” 

Police originally arrested Bari and Cherney in part be¬ 
cause an examination of their car indicated the bomb device .. 
was protruding out from under her seat and should have been 
seen by her. But later tests indicated the bomb probably was 
hidden from view, police said. 

Similarly, investigators found nails in Bari's car that they 
originally believed were the same as those used in the bomb, 
according to court records. But FBI lab tests discounted that 
theory too, sources said. 

When police later searched Bari’s home, they took away 
more nails and other items that resembled bomb components, 

' according to court records. They also took tools they suspect¬ 
ed were used to make the device. 

But sources said lab tests found no link b e tw een the Items 
or tools and the bomb. „ ■ 

The only components that did match were some oTthe 
nails that could be traced to a particular manufacturer, ac¬ 
cording to court records.

was not enough evidence to “ensure” a 
conviction against them. 

Both Bari and Cberney were ar¬ 
rested by police within hours of the 
blast for possessing and transporting. 
a bomb. 

But the anti-logging activists and 
their supporters have steadfastly 
maintained they, were the targets of 
an assassin, probably tied to the tim¬ 
ber industry. 

Both the district attorney and po¬ 
lice hgve said no one has been elimi¬ 
nated ias a suspect in the continuing 
Investigation. 

PoUce said investigators acted 
professionally, within the law and 
”“ v justification in aB facets of the 


probe. 

In a written statement re¬ 
leased yesterday at a press con¬ 
ference outside Oakland Munici¬ 
pal Court, Bari described the 
pain and suffering she has had to 
endure, and the horrifying pros¬ 
pect of going to jail for a crime 
“I didn’t commit and that I was 
l in fact the victim of.” 

"I consider the police’s actions 
to be terrorism, the same as the 
bomber’s,” she said. 

“They based their case 
against me on lies and innuen¬ 
dos. They have slandered me in 
the press with selective leaks of 

so*-called evidence. They have 
presumed me guilty and let my 
: attackers run free.” 

The. gist of Bari’s letter was 
echoed by Cberney and about 
three dozen supporters repre¬ 
senting environmental and other 
groups which are demanding , a 
congressional investigation of 
the bombing and police and FBI' 
behavior. 

“If we allow this to continue, 
no political, activist will be 
safe,” Bari said in her letter. 

Many supporters at the press 
conference carried banners and 
posters criticizing j authorites. 
One sign read “Federal Bureau 

of Incrimination.” Another was 
a make-shift picture frame with 
the words “FBI” and “framed” 
on it. 

* Richard Ingram, an attorney 
representing the pair, said they 
are considering suing the police 
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and FBI fori civil rights viola¬ 
tions and false arrest. He de¬ 
manded the return of all items 
authorities seized from Bari and 
Cberney as well as other evi¬ 
dence “so we can begin our own 
investigation.” 

Ingram said Earth First 
members and supporters know 
the evidence is false “and we 
want to prove it is.”

O n May 24 a car bomb ex- 
i ploded under my seat 
1 as 1 drove through 
I Oakland. Calif. The at* 
f tack followed a series 
of death threats 
against me and occurred as I was 
traveling to organize nonviolent pro¬ 
tests with Earth First ! against over- 
cutting of the redwood forest in north¬ 
ern California, My injuries are pain¬ 
ful and severe, and will leave me per¬ 
manently crippled. 

But the unspeakable terrorism of 
this ordeal did not end there. The Fed¬ 
eral Bureau of Investigation, working 
with the Oakland police, immediately 
concluded that I was responsible for 
the bombing myself. They attempted 
to charge me with the assassination 
attempt that nearly took my life. 

Within hours after the bombing, 
they declared that my passenger, 
Darryl Cherney, and 1 were the only 
suspects. They based this on an F.B.I. 
agent’s statement that since the 
bomb was on the floor in the back 
seat of the car, we should have seen it

“"and therefore we knew we were "car- 
- rying it. Later they admitted that the 
bomb was hidden well under the seat 
and could not have been seen. None¬ 
theless. Mr, Chemey and I were ar¬ 
rested. 

During the next eight weeks, the po¬ 
lice and F.B.I. raided my house twice 
and even pulled finishing nails from 
my window trim in a vain attempt to 
link me to nails found in the bomb. 
Meanwhile, a local newspaper re¬ 
ceived a letter claiming credit for the 
bombing. The letter said that the au¬ 
thor wanted to kill me for my political 
activities and described the bomb in 
such detail that police had to admit 
that the writer had personal knowl¬ 
edge of it But instead of searching for 
the letter’s author, the F.B.I. con¬ 
cluded that the letter wnter must be 
my accomplice, and Mr. Chemey and 
I remained the only suspects. 

While I was in the hospital, too 
weak to respond, the police and F.B.I.

carried on a media campaign against 
me. Using selected leaks and innuen¬ 
do, they continued to imply my guilt. 
Yet the filing of charges against me 
was delayed twice, then finally 
dropped on July 18 for lack of evi¬ 
dence. In spite of this, the F.B.I. suc¬ 
cessfully damaged my reputation and 
discredited the^nonviolent movement 
I was helping to organize. 

Political sabotage of this nature is 
reminiscent of the activities the 
F.B.I. engaged in during the 1960*s 
under the name **Cointelpro. M This 
program of covert operations was 
formally suspended in 1971 after the 
media revealed that the F.B.I. had 
deliberately disrupted legitimate 
movements for social change. 

Congressional investigations estab¬ 
lished that the F.B.I.’s activities in¬ 
cluded a 10-year secret war against 
Dr. Martin Luther King, and court 
documents show that agents acted 
improperly in the murders of mem¬ 
bers of the Black Panther Party and 
the American Indian Movement, The 
F.B.I, agent in charge of investigating 
my case is Richard W. Held, who 
worked with Cointelpro. And although 
Cointelpro was formally suspended, a 
former agent, Wesley Swearingen, 
has said that its activities continued. 

The F.B.I. admitted at a news con¬ 
ference that one of its agents, Michael 
Fain, set up Earth First! activists for 
arrest in Arizona, and it has been 
widely reported that the bureau spent 
more than $2 million to infiltrate and 
disrupt Earth First! Considering this 
history, it seems wildly improper for 
.the F.B.I, to be. conducting any inves¬ 
tigation of the bombing attack on me 
in Oakland. 

The reaction of the F.B.I, to the 
bombing was so improper Mhat a 
coalition of SO environmental and 
women’s groups, including the Sierra 
Club, the Audubon Society and the 
National Organization for Women, 
joined Representative Ron Dellums 
of California in calling for a Congres¬ 
sional investigation. The House Ju¬ 
diciary subcommittee on civil and 
constitutional rights, headed by Rep¬ 
resentative Don Edwards of Califor¬ 
nia, has agreed to question the F.B.I. 
about its handling of the case. 

Earth First! is not a terrorist or¬ 
ganization, although the F.B.I. has 
done its best to present us as one. If it 
can succeed in framing and discredit¬ 
ing us, then domestic dissent is not 
safe from Government sabotage. The 
right to advocate social change with¬ 
out fear of harassment is the corner¬ 
stone of a free society. We cannot 
allow ourselves to be manipulated by 
police agencies that have no respect 
for our democratic principles. □

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A-summer of saving 

forests

S AVE an ancient forest on your sum¬ 
mer vacation. 

I just spent a week at Redwood 
Summer, the Northern California environ¬ 
mentalists’ effort to save the old-growth 
redwood trees, their unique ecosystem and. 

small towns that depend on them. I 
fojlnd the work deeply satisfying, the base 
cajpp comfortable, the mixture of people 
iting and, most important, the effort* 
getting results. Catch a plane, train, or 
automobile to Branscomb, in Mendocino 
County, spend two days or a week, and for 
the rest of your life you’ll be glad you did. 

I went to the demonstration at the Lou¬ 
isiana-Pacific mill in Willits on July 7. For 
three hours, we held banners and talked 
with locals, tourists and journalists about 
the value of intact ancient forests and the 
importance of sustainable yield logging in 
second-growth forests. Our theme that day 
was, "Sustainable yield means logging for¬ 
ever,” The mood was calm and each of us 
lei med something. Actions like this one 
art i taking place every other day all sum¬ 
mit long. 

While I stayed at base camp, 65 other 
people were camping there. The kitchen 
crew served up three meals a day; porta- 
Johns and a cool, dear swimming hole 
made it my plushest camping experience I. 
ever, * 

Morale is high because the state Depart¬ 
ment of Forestry seems almost ready to 
irely on sound biology, instead of short¬ 
term profit statements, in considering tim- 
-ber companies’ logging proposals. We cele- J 
bra ted two victories during my stay.

•Jected Maxxam Inc.’s plan to cut in Head¬ 
waters Forest, a 2,»00-acre tract of monu- 
it redwoods and Douglas firs. The state

all timber harvest plans 
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in the state to make sure that they won’t 
harm the northern spotted owl. The U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service has declared the 
owl threatened, which means that the owl 
and its habitat are protected. 

The state’s review will probably reduce 
logging in Northern California’s ancient 
forest by 35 percent. It will continue until 
the federal agencies write regulations pro¬ 
tecting the owl. 

Of course, Redwood Summer partici¬ 
pants aren’t working to save one or two 
birds. Logging already has eliminated S5 
percent of the old-growth redwood forest. 
Forty-one vertebrate species depend on 
what’s left to survive. They include the 
magnificent Roosevelt elk, the bald eagle, 
and my favorite, the red tree vole, a small 
mammal like a reddish-blond hamster 
that spends from birth to death at the top 
of an old-growth Douglas fir. 

The great trees stabilize the soil and 
keep the streams dear. Ibis service is 
crucial to cities like Santa Cruz, whose 
water supply comes from surface streams, 
and to salmon fishermen, whose catch has 
been severely reduced by deforestation. If 
we set aside the ancient forest and cut tfce 
second-growth trees at a sustainable rati!, 
we save an irreplaceable ecosystem, w|e 
save our topsoil, streams and salmon, aqd - 
we save the kind of job that everyone 
wants — a job that will last

1 sufficient evidence. 

Bari, who lives surrounded by 
Bighttime bodyguards, an alarm

“The simple facts of the case 
snake it the most ridiculous 
thing in the world that it could 
be my bomb,” Bari said. ”...

In the north country, where 
tensions abated at the end of last 
year’s "Redwood Summer" anti- 
logging campaign initiated by 
Bari, fear Is on the rise again. 

Bari said her Earth First 
group is planning a new, small- 
er-scale round of protests 
against the logging companies 
this summer.'That could prove 
o rp i n s W e in an area where many 
timber workers have lost their 
.Jobs because of new environ¬ 
mental restraints on logging, 

Tm fearful it might get a lit¬ 
tle violent because they (log¬ 
gers) are pushed to the edge 
now,” said Mendocino County T 
Sheriffs Lt Jay Miller. 

In the Bay Area, Earth First 
plans a demonstration oo the an¬ 
niversary of the bombing this 
Friday at the FBI’s San Francis¬ 
co office to protest the bureau’s 
alleged cover-up of the case. 


Bari, also has,filed a legal 
claim against Oakland police, 
saying they falsely arrested and 
defamed her. The city has denied 
the claim, and Bari said she now 
plans to file a lawsuit. 

Authorities deny Bari’s 
‘charges but decline to discuss 
| specifics of the case because it is 
{still under investigation. 

“We are going to refuse to en¬ 
gage in any polemics with any 
group,” said Oakland police 
Capt. Jim Hahn. 

* 'Asked if Bari and Chemey are 
still suspects, Hahn said, “At this 
{point in the investigation there to 
no information ... that has 
caused us to delete anyone from 
our list of suspects.” 
i “In our opinion there’s been no 
wrongdoing on the part of the 
FBI,” said bureau spokesperson 
Barbara Madden, who declined 
comment on suspects 1 b the 
case. 

U.S. Rep. Don Edwards, D-San 
Jose, who chairs a congressional 
subcommittee on civil rights and 
was asked by Earth First to re¬ 
view the FBI’s handling of the 
case, said, “I can’t say I am en¬ 
tirely satisfied by the FBI’s ac¬ 
tions in the case, but it appears 
the FBI did actively investigate 
it',,. We are not pursuing the 
matter further at this point.” 
^Jari, Wbo has been nominated 
by ecologists for a national envi¬ 
ronmental prize and has sold the 
option to her story to a Holly¬ 
wood producer, remains bitter 
over the initial police portrayal 
of her and Chemey as violent 
terrorists. 

During an interview with the 

Oakland Tribune last week, Bari 

‘insisted on having her picture 
, taken with her two yo ung daugh- 
ters. She said she .wanted to 
counteract a photo published in 
newspapers, shortly after the 
bombing that showed her bold¬ 
ing an Uzi submachine gun. 

“I want people to know who I 
am. If they see me with my kids, 
they will know J oouldnt bomb 
myself,V Bari said. 

Bari also said she plans to con¬ 
tinue her efforts to build bridges 


to the timber workers, who gen¬ 
erally have viewed Earth First 
as a ragtag band of unemployed. 
hippies trying to deprive them of 
a livelihood. 

”You see them out in the 
woods harassing people. They’re 
really scary. They act like wild 
animals sometimes.” said Steve 
-Okerstrom, owner of a Mendoci¬ 
no County logging company. 

Bari said she is sympathetic to 
the plight of rank-and-file tim¬ 
ber workers, many of whom 
have recently lost their Jobe. She 
blames that on massive clear-: 
cutting that has depleted the for¬ 
ests. 

As she talked about the lay¬ 
offs, one of her daughters 
quipped, t*Now you^an tell the 
loggers to go get a Job.” 

Bari laughs and quickly adds, 
“I think we need to be sensitive 
to the economic devastation 
here.” ‘ 

Bari also pledged that this 
summer’s protests will again re*. 
Ject the clandestine acts of sabo¬ 
tage against logging equipment 
that bad been Earth First's 
trademark. 

“Sabotage Is real inappro¬ 
priate here and now,” she said. 

Instead, her Earth First group 
Is planning a forest restoration 
project and has been renamed 
Ecotopla Earth First after a 
1970s novel urging the secession 
of the Pacific Northwest from 
the rest of the country. 

Despite some cloudy state¬ 
ments on the Issue of violence in 
the past — she ooce said, “Just 
as we mothers know we .would 
kill to protect our children, I 
think I would do* whatever I had 
to do to protect the Earth” — 
she 4s adamant that she is com¬ 
mitted fo pon-violence. 

“In my entire 30-year, (activ¬
